Ice Teamsters Avoid Trouble, 

One other large body of teamsters, upon 
the performance of whose duties the public ts 
greatly dependent, are striving to hold aloof 
from the conflict. These are the ice wagon 
drivers, numbering 1,200 men. The union 
men said three of the largest companies, the 
Knickerbocker, Esch Bros., and the Jeffer- 
son ice company, had given them assurances 
they would not be asked to make deliveries 
to the “struck” houses. 

In connection with this report the state- 
ment of John 8. Field, president of the Knick- 
erbocker company, who returned homé from 
the east in the evening, is important. 

" «Phere is no reason,” said Mr. Field, “ why 
we should demand of our men that they de- 
liver ice to the downtown stores when it is 
possible for the stores to send the wagons 
of the Employers’ Teaming association to our 
cars and procure it for themselves. We al- 
ways have an abundance of ice on cars within 
a short distance of every store in the business 
f 

Many Unions Non Hostile, 

The lumber, hay, and grain teamsters 
stand in the same nonhostile attitude that 
they have held in the preceding days. 

Five hundred lumber teamsters met at 
Horan’s hall, Harrison and Haisted streets, 
in the evening, and, after a heated discus- 
sion, which lasted for elmost three hours, 
decided that they would not strike, but would 
order the six striking members of their

“ That an edict was issued and delivered te 
union teamsters against the delivery of 
goods to the firm, and that the purpose of the 
edict was to establish a boycott against the

Judge McEwen at 6 o’clock, together witli

Vote at Last Minute. 


- The indictments were voted after the grand 
jury had reassembled for the last tiniein the 
afternoon, The sudden action, it is sald, was 
influenced by the serious aspect which the 
strike had taken during the last twenty-four 
hours. With a total of 300 cases to finish, and 
with various other investigations of conmi- 
parative importance on their hands the 
jurors barely had time to reach a decision 
regarding the indictments returned against 
‘the labor leaders. 

Much secrecy marked the action of the 
jury to the last, and even after the true 
bills had been returned to Judge MeHwan 
and the court had ordered that. copies te 


to prevent publicity before caplases 
were issued. No capiases will be issued tii 
tomorrow, but it is thought the indicted men

‘Percy, have you ever lived with any other 
woman since you tol@ me before? ‘ No,’ he 
replied. 

“"'Two weeks later I asked him tf he had 
not Hed to me about living with another 
woman and he admitted that he had. I then 
asked him what he was going to do about it, 
if he wanted to teach his children in this way 
and expected them to do as he did. He re- 
plied that the 1899 woman had married and 
gone wes west.” 

“ What was his physical attitude toward 
you at that time?” was the next question. 

“ He acted much pieased with himse?f that 
some women thought more of him than I 
aid. He said it boestingly.” 

Mrs. Morgan denied her husband's asser- 
tion to the effect that he had gone to the 
room of Augustine Coste, the French maid, 
at her request. 

In the cross examination Mrs. Morgan re- 
plied in the affirmative to the question 
whether or not the care of three children, 
aged 6, 7, and 10, without a governess con-

ONLY SEVEN MICHIGAN TRACK 
‘MEN PERFORM SATISFACTORILY 


Cold Weather Inierferes with Open 
Air Work of Wolverines and Ham- 
pers Work of Athletes—Annis, Coe, 
and Fishleigh Affected by the Un- 

favorable Conditions — Curtis and 
Kdmunds, the Weig.t Men, Do Good 
Work with the Hammer. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., April 23.—(Special.}— 
Except for the work of the. seven men who 
made the Pennsylvania team, the outdoor 
work this week has been a disappointment. 
Up to the departure of the Pennsylvania 
team Michigan had had only one warm 
Gay. This cold is taken as.an excuse for the 
failure of Annis, the freshman sprinter, to 
make the eastern team. Annis ran a trial 
hundred this week in :10%, which, consid- 
ering the weather, was fast. 

The cold is responsible in part for an upset 
of the dope in the defeat of “ Spider ” Coe, 
Michigan’s 4:29 indoor mile runner, last 
Saturday by both Rowe and Stone. Coe’s 
time was only about 4:36. He seems to be 
able to run faster indoors, in foul, heavy 
alr, than out in the open, where most ath- 
letes cut down their time by several sec- 
onds. Trainer Fitzpatrick says Coe can run 
every bit as fast outdoors as he did inside. 

The miler himself says the effort of pulling 
spiked shoes out of the cinders tires him 
after running on the smooth indoor track. 
The outdoor cold seems to chill and stiffen 
his limbs, while the wind gets at his big 
frame as if ata Nght sail. Coe's indoor 4:20 
mile was run without the slightest fatigue, 
while he staggered in at the finish last 
Saturday. When the hot weather comes 


- it is thought he will regain his lost speed. 


Fishleigh Loses Strength. 

Another Michigan athiete from whom 
much was expected is Fishleigh.the pole 
vaulter.

quent turning and quitting does not estab- 
lish a revoke, and the error may be cérrected 
unlegs the question be answered in the neg- 
ative or uniess the revoking player or his 
partner has led or played to the following 
trick.”’

This, however, would 
be a harsh penalty In a case where the re-

SKIN GRAFTING ALL IN VAIN. 
Young Man Died After Fifty Persons 


Had Generously Contributed 
Patches of Cuticle. 


Norristown, Pa.—After eighteen months of | 
unceasing agony and after fifty of his rela+ 
tives and friends, including his sweetheart, 
had given large patches of cuticle in skin 
grafting operations, Eldridge E. Vaughan, 


23 years old, of Conshohocken, who was 
caught in a flood of molten iron, died here 


today. In all 150 separate pieces of skin 
were grafted on the young man's legs and 
body, and his recovery was expected until a 
month ago when dropsy developed with 
astonishing rapidity, and led to his death. 
Vaughan was burned when at work in the 
Longmead iron mills on Oct. 19, 1903. He 
was pushing a buggy of hot metal from the 
skelp to a tube department, when the buggy 
was upset and Vaughan was,enveloped in a 


rush of 4,280 pounds’ of. the fiery,mass. He 


waded out of the iron and fell. unconscious 
with his legs dreadfully burned and his body 
and hands in a horrible state. His life was 
despaired of, but skin grafting was begun the 
following day with beneficial results. His | 
father was the first to give upcuticie. Then 
followed the young man’s sisters, Mary and 
Disie, and after them came Vaughan’s sweet- | 
heart. In quarter inch pieces the grafting 
was continued until it seemed that the pa- 
tlent would recover. Dropsy attacked him 
on the day which he first had. strength to 
leave the bed on which he had lain for seven- 
teen months. His heart also weakened, and

to Natives Near Lolodorf—Tribes | 
Timid and Dealt With Cautiously. 


New York, April 29.—[Special.)—F. B. 
Guthrie, who is stationed at Eilat, rok Af- 
rica, in one of the missions of the Presby- 
terlan board of foreign missions, tells of mis- 
sionary work among the native tribes, which 
includes industrial training as well as re- 
gious teaching. 

Blat is about 100 miles east of the Atlantic

tor, It is im the heart of the country Inhab- 


ited By the Bulu tribe. The station has 136 | . 


acres of land, about half of which has been 
cleared. Fruit trees have been set out and 
plantains, bananas, pineapples, mahabas 
(a yamlike tuber), corn, white and 
other garden vegetables are raised. 

Mr. Guthrie tells of a plan to devotee 
part of the station area to the cultivation of 
rubber, Rice cultivation is also to be tried. 
He adds: 

“ We hope within the year to have 100 head 
of sheep and goats, ten or twelve native cat- 
tle, a beginning of a herd of swine, and pos- 
sibly some imported milk cattle. If you could 
spend a month or a year in Africa, living on 
tinned meats, butter, and milk, you would 
appreciate the missionary’s desire for stock. 
The great need of the natives, ‘ after Christ,’ 
is the knowledge and opportunity to make a

But 
by the gift of four yards of cloth a guide was 
obtained for Dr. Halsey’s party and a dwarf 
village was found.

take it. Take it and freeze on to it with all 
‘your energy, for the shipping clerk is in a 
position wherefrom other and better things 
are to be reached. He learns just as much 
about a firm's business as any one on the 
pay roll, with the exception of the ultra-con- 
fidential clerks, and, if he is industrious, ** he 
has a chance.”’ 

Most shipping clerks start in as packers 
or truckers on the shipping floor. They usu- 
ally start in there while young, when they 
ean afford to work herd for $7 or $8 a week, 
and by working a little harder and a little 
more intelligently than their fellow-workers 
they are promoted to “ the desk.” 

- The prime requisites for a packer or trucker 
are strong arms and bodies. The work is 
rough. If the goods handled are heavy or of 
unusual size, it is bard work, also. Packers 
have to take the goods as they come from 
the order clerk or stockroom, and pack 
them according to the nature of the stuff. 
There are packages to wrapin paper or bur- 
lap, and boxes to be packed, and nailed, and 
marked. During a “ rush season ” the posi- 
tion of the packer is one where the strenu- 
osity is all out of proportion to the rate of 
pay that obtains.

Chance to Rise Is Good. __ 

The truckers put the boxes and packages 
on trucks and wheel them to their places on 
the shipping floor or load them on wagons. 
Both positions are full of much hard, coarse 
work, considering that the pay seldom runs 
over $14 a week for the best men. But this is 
the way the shipping clerk generally gets

Alps, was the culmimation of a wild, romantic 
courtship in which the love of the young Swiss 
conquered all obstacles. 

The wedding ceremony was performed in the center of 
the recently completed Simplon tunnel under the Alps, which 
now connects Switzerland and Italy. Standing in the drip- 
ping cut, with the. orange blossoms and her white bridal veil 
blotched by the water dripping from the roof of the greatest 
tunnel in the world, over 7,000 feet below the summit of 
Mount Leone, with torrents of hot water surging about the 
platform on which she stood, the beautiful Italian girl took 
the vows that miade her the wife of the man-she loved and 
whose love for her she tried by one of the strangest tests 
that ever woman gave to man. 

‘The marriage ceremony was the result of a made 


by the girl over seven years ago. She was visiting then with 


her uncle, who was one of the famous vil engineers of Italy 
and who was engaged by tis government to aid in i work 
preliminary to the boring of the great Simplon tunfiel. Dur- 
ing the preliminary surveys the uncle engaged a quaint 
chalet’ high up on the mountain side overlooking the Diveria, 
near Marzo, and to this place he invited his family.

Rhone to Domo d’Ossola in Italy. 


During a consultation of engineers at the chalet on the 
side of Mount Treggiolo, Kraeken first saw Rosetta Giolini— 
and fell in love with the dark Italian girl, then only 15 years 
of age. He wooed her passionately, but she was young and _ 
she treated the subject of marriage as a jest and fied from 
‘the advances of the ardent young man. 

Kraeken was chosen lieutenant of the chief engineer when 
the work of digging the hole through the Alps commenced 
on Aug. 15, 1898. Proud of the distinction the young man 
c~ossed the Alps the week before the work began and came 
to the chalet on the mountain side, and there, looking down at 
the winding road that Napoleon built, to where, in the valley, 
the Diveria reared and where a little group of rude houses 
marked the spot where work was to commence on the Italian 
side, she heard the story of his love.

One mile, two miles, three miles, four miles at $1,000,000 a 
mile and a year to the mile, Kraeken and his workmen ad- 
vanced toward the heart of the mountain.

Then his hopes were shattered again and again. The heat 
grew day by day, and 7,000 feet under the mountains the 
men toiled in a temperature of 105, which compressed air, 
liquid air, water cooled air, failed to diminish for any great 
length of time. 

Great springs were struck, springs of boiling water that 
gushed forth and threatened to drown the diggers. 

Finally, in 1904—after six years, the crowning blow fell. 
The news came from the Italian side of the mountain that 
the Italian workmen had struck a lake of boiling water that 
gushed into the double: tunnels at the rate of 12,000 gallons a 
minute, deluging thé workings and flooding the tunnel until 
work ‘was stopped. The bot water raised the temperature in 
the advanced galleries on the Italian side to 110 degrees

erful hydraulic streams, could be heard boring away at the 
barrier of rock that separated Italy and Switzerland. 

On Feb. 24, at 7:20 a. m., the word wis paseed.on both 
sides to stand back. Antonio Bedassa, an Italian, who fired 
the first blast on the Italian end of the tunnel in 1898, stepped 


forward and was accorded the honor of firing the final blast.
